Powell Tax Bill 
Advances in House 


SPRINGFIELD tCJb—Rep. Paul 
Powell’s (D Vienna) strongly hack­ 
ed state sales tax increase bill, a 
rival to the Stratton-Dalcy agreed 
hills, today was advanced to House 
passage stage. 
The bill was advanced without 
amendment. 
It would increase the 
state sales tax from 2 to 3 cents 
for two years, earmark the increase 
for use equally between schools 
and cities, require municipalities 
getting the new tax revenue to de­ 
crease property taxes— by 25 per 
cent of the amount received from 
the new source in Chicago, and 50 
per cent in downstate cities—and 
limit city use of the money to the 
most essential city services.

MANILA IF—The release of the 
ll American airmen still imprison­ 
ed in Red China is expected with- 
in the next 24 hours, the managing 
director of the influential Times of 
India said tonight. 
The Indian editor, J. C. Jain, who 
arrived here by air from 
Kong 
Kong, said his information on the 
probable early release of the A m er­ 
ican fliers came “ from a source 
that is usually reliable.” 
In Washington, officials express­ 
ed surprise at Jain ’s forecast. They 
hoped the report was true but there 
was nothing to indicate that the 
United States had been alerted to 
receive 
the prisoners 
at Hong 
Kong. 
Four American jet pilots releas­ 
ed earlier this week by Red China 
reacned treedom at Hong Kong on 
last Tuesday. 
“ I was informed in Hong Kong,” 
Jain said, "that ll 
more fliers 
would be released, possibly within 
the next 24 hours.” 
The Indian editor appeared sur­ 
prised that local newsmen had not 
received similar reports. 
He declined to give any 
addi­ 
tional information but did say he 
"believed” the other 
ll 
airmen 
were the one> tried and convicted 
by Red China of "espionage" and 
now serving long prison terms. 
Jain said the release of the four 
fliers on Tuesday, after more than 
two years in Red Chinese jails was 
" a good gesture.” 
The ll men whose release he 
said is likely in the very near fu­ 
ture were sentenced last Novem­ 
ber to terms of from 4 to IO years 
in Communist prisons.

Receives Jewish 
Appeal Award 


W ASHINGTON <0>—The Unit­ 
ed Jewish Appeal presented Us 
first 
Humanitarian 
Achievement 
Award to President Eisenhower to­ 
day “for his help to survivors of 
Nazism” during World War ll. 
The award was an ancient clay 
lamp ’ from the land of the Bible” 
recovered during archeological ex­ 
cavations in Israel. 
William Rosenwald, general chair­ 
man. and ll other national officers 
of the Appeal made the presenta­ 
tion at the White House “to com 
mem orate the loth anniversary of 
the liberation of the victims of 
Nazi tyranny.” 
They cited Mr. Eisenhower for 
his "inspiring and unforgettable 
role in that great event." 
Mr. Eisenhower said he was de­ 
lighted to receive the award on 
behalf of the Allied forces. 
"It was a tremendous privilege 
and a great change from the kill­ 
ing of war to turn your armies to 
saving human lives and human dig­ 
nity," he said. 
“I sincerely trust that all those 
people are now living in health 
and happiness or at least under 
conditions that are those of self- 
respect and decency.” 
A citation read by Rosenwald 
said in part: 
“. . . you led the Allied forces 
to victory, threw down the gates 
of the concentration camps and 
helped to save from extermination 
the remnant of the ohce-great Jew­ 
ish populations of Europe. 
"By 
your 
sympathetic 
under­ 
standing of the problems involved 
and by your effective action, you 
set a pattern of humane and help­ 
ful treatment. 
Your example pre­ 
vailed in the American zones of 
occupation and served to revive 
and restore the newly liberated 
Jews of central Europe and those 
who sought haven there.”

Rep. Paul Powell (D-Vienna) op­ 
posed the bill. 
"I don’t propose to

Powell mentioned use of state 
policem en as poll w atchers and to 
act as chauffeurs on a Toll Road 
Commission trip to the east. 
Rep. Robert R. Rom ano (D-Chi
